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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose a propulsion system comprising a carriage constraining assembly having an upper 
movable section and a lower stationary section; a carriage having an upper surface, a lower 
surface, a front end and a rear end, wherein the lower surface is rigidly attached to the upper 
movable section of the carriage constraining assembly; at least two counterbalanced weights 
attached to the upper or lower surface of the carriage and wherein the weights are rotated in 
synchrony and in opposite directions by at least one weight driving means; a carriage to base 
locking means activated by a sensor and means for moving the weights to provide propulsion to 
a vehicle attached to the base, generally as claimed.
